Will Contest Smith in 
Second New England 
State and Murray in 
First of West’sPrimaries 


NEW YORK, March 10.—(/)— 
Warren Van Dyke, president of the 
Pennsylvania Roosevelt-for-President 
Club, said today that more than half 
of Pennsylvania's 76 delegates to the 
democratic national convention were 
assured for Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

At least 40 Roosevelt candidates for 
delegates will be unopposed at the 
April 26 primary, he said. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—P)— 
Twe successive victories spurred to- 
ilay the sera of Governor Frank- 
lin D. Reosevelt for the democratic 
presidential nomination. 

On top of his popular victory for 
New Hampshire's eight convention 
votes, Roosevelt obtained yesterday's 
Minnesota’s 24. His managers turned 
their eyes injmediately further west 
for a drive té obtain in next week’s 
primary North Dakota's 10 votes, for 
which Governor Murray, of Okla- 
homa, has campaigned in person. As 
the first test between Roosevelt and 
Murray, result of that primary is re- 
varded equally as important as the 
thoroughgoing victory over the Al- 
fred E. Smith delegation in New 
Hampshire. 

The Roosevelt supporters are work- 
ing hard to consolidate this New Eng- 
land lead, going agg yee tion after the 
big Massachusetts delegation. So 
much of the state’s organization is 
for Smith that a real struggle is in 
sight. Yesterday Mayor James M. 
Curley, of Boston, sought withdrawal 
of Smith's sanction of the delega- 
tion making the race for him, but 
the 1928 nominee replied he consid- 
ered his consent in line with the 
original announcement that he woulld 
not seek. the nomination, but would 
take it if the party called him. Cur- 
ley hailed this as rood news for 
Roosevelt. 

In California a slate of Smith 
delegates was announced, and selec- 
tion of one favoring the nomination 
of John M. Garner was to be put in 
the field today. A Roosevelt delega- 
tion was named earlier. 

Across the fence, in the republican 
camp, President Hoover's first formal 
hid for renomination was noted in his 
filing of cOnsent for delegates pledged 
to him in Ohio. 

Minnesota’s decision for Roosevelt 
was not uncontested. row in the 
party convention split it, a minority 
gathering separately to nominate dele- 
gates favorable to Smith. But there 
was no prospect that this group would 
succeed in contesting the right of the 
Roosevelt delegates to, take their 
places in the national convention. 

With Minnesota in camp, the New 
Yorker now has 48 pledged delegates, 
to lead the field.

Mayor Curley, who came to Wasb- 
ington today to testify before a house 
committee, told newspapermen “Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt is the only candidate I 
know of in Massachusetts and he will

mary on April 25. 

“New Hampshire helped out the sit- 
uation and it looks good right now 
for a united democracy for Roose- 
yelt.” Curley said. “If Smith stands 
on the position he has taken so far, 
he is not a candidate and wants ne 
ene to vote for him.” 

The mayor said he would open a 
ferum in Boston to debate Smith’s 
availability. 

Curley said he would meet demo- 
cratic members of congress while here 
and expected to see Speaker Garner, 
another presidential possibility.

As registration for the impend- 
ing recall election Tuesday against 
Mayor James lL. Key hit 19,667, 
J. Henson Tatum, city clerk and 
registrar, explained who can reg- 
ister and vote. Key's friends aim 
to have 35,000 qualified and are 
urging citizens to qualify. 

Any person who registered since 
October 15 is now on the regis- 
tration lists, and is not required, 
under the law to register again. 
All taxes through 1931 are re- 
quired to be paid to state, county 
and city in order that the voter's 
oath may be signed. 

Women, who own no property. 
may register and vote in the city 
election without paying poll taxes 
or any other taxes, but men must 
pay a poll tax to the state. The 
city collects none. 

Persons may register and vote 
on the same day.of the election if 
they have not previously qualified. 
The office will be open until 5 
o'clock on the afternoon of Tues- 
day, March 15, for that purpose. 
A certificate with the city clerks 
seal on it will entitle any person 
to cast a ballot in the election.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 10.—(}— 
The New York state senate, upper 
house of the legislature, today passed 


a bill designed to set in motion ref- 
erendum machinery for a $30,000,000 


bond issue, to be used directly for re- 
lief of the state’s estimated 1,000,000 
unemployed. 

The relief bill, which if approved by 
voters at a referendum next fall would 


bring the state’s total aid for the 
unemployed to $55,000,000, was passed 
10 minutes after it ‘had been intro- 
duced in the senate. It represented an 
agreement between the republican 
legislative leaders, Senator George R. 
Fearon and Speaker Joseph A. McGin- 
and the democratic governor, 
Franklin D, Roosevelt. 

Governor Roosevelt, sending a mes- 
sage to the legislature recommending 
adoption of the bill, abandoned any 
idea of a special tax to raise the 
fund, He said the state could “no 
longer blink the fact that the people 
of our state are already heavily bur- 
dened by taxation.” 

The $55,000,000 proposed fund is 
believed to be the largest contribution 
of any single state to aid the un- 
employed.

Ben Daniel was second with 7,486 
votes. Lowry carried 26 precincts, 
Daniels 20, Cal Cates 6, A. M. Corrie 
6 and H. M. Patton none. 


Overwhelmingly elected by a sweep- 
ing vote, George F. Longino is en- 
trenched in office as county commis- 
sioner for a full four-year term. He 
has been filling an unexpired term.

The bill, by a committee headed by 
Representative Hill, democrat, Ala- 
bama, would provide : 

A board of three members to be ap- 
porated by the president and confirmed 
vy the senate, authorized to make a 
lease for a term not exceeding 50 years 
and require the production of fer- 
tilizer by the lessee. 

Profits of the lessee would be 
limited to 8 per cent and a minimum 
production of fixed nitrogen of 10,000 
tons required at the beginning of the 
lease, increasing to the full capacity 
of the plant. 

The government would retain con- 
trol of the power switch board, al- 
locating to the lessee power needed to 
operate the nitrate plants and selling 
the remainder with preference given 
to states, counties and municipalities. 

Should government operation begin 
after the 18-month interval, the board 
would retain the power to lease the 
plant at any time that a suitable hid 
is made. The bill would authorize 
construction of Cove Creek dam at 
such time that the board should cer- 
tify the additional power is needed 
to operate the plant.

It was a terrible day to be thinking and talking about track 
men and their work, but that’s what the conversation turned to 
Thursday afternoon at the Georgia Tech coaches’ office. 

fe was probably psychological, each mind being busy 
turning over just ‘how uncomfortable a track man would 

be and how many goose bumps he would have if he were 

to be out jogging around the cinder track. 

The trend of things is turning in the south. Time was when 
the track star was one with the gentlemen mentioned in Gray’s 
Elegy, who were born to waste their sweetness on the desert 
air or blush unseen or something hike that. 

Coach W. A. Alexander, who was waiting until time 

for spring football practice, recalled that 20 years ago 

the southern track. records, set by such stalwarts as 

Frank Anderson, now coach at Oglethorpe; Dick Mason, 

Vanderbilt sprint star; Davenport, of Tech, and other 

such stars, were great records in their day. 

But the amazing thing about this progress is that the Geor- 
gia’ Tech school records of today are better than the southern 
records of 20 years ago. Bob Blake, of Vanderbilt, held the 
record vault with 11 feet and 3 inches. The Tech record is now 
better than 12 feet. And Zimmerman, at Tulane, is near 14 
feet. Frank Anderson was quite a stepper, setting the 440-mark 
at 51 seconds. The Tech record is 49 and the southern record 
less. 

In the past 10 years two southern track and field 
men have established world records. Ed Hamm, of Tech, 

set a broad jump record. And Percy Beard, of Auburn, 

holds new hurdle records. 

The south, as soon as she began to work at track, has made 
great progress. The same is true of football and boxing.

Coach Alexander, who saw 
him win the event at Chapel Hill, said that coaches 
there who had seen the better eastern vaulters in ac- 
tion declared Zimmerman’s form to be superior. 

Percy Beard, the Auburn professor, has already smashed 
world records in the hurdles and is ready to participate in the 
Olympics. 

Emmett Toppino, the New Orleans flash, has also just about 
established himself as one of the best sprinters in the game. He

For example, Princeton, with a losing football team, is crowded out 
of the picture with almost no ranking at all. Yet Princeton comes along 
with one of the best hockey teams and one of the best basketball teams 
in the country. 

N. Y, U. had a losing féotball team, concerning which there was a 
vast amount of publicity. Then N. Y. U. produces one of the greatest 
track and field teams in the country, with a brilliant showing through 
the winter season in the way of world records, and while there has been 
a fair share of favorable local comment there has been no great national 
interest in the matter. 

Most colleges and vniversities, in w| 
athletic way, are ranked by the show- 
ing of their football teams. No one 
asks what sort of track team, hockey 
team, crew or baseball team Notre 
Dame has. Notre Dame means high- 
class football, from the sporting side, 
and there the big majority let the 
matter rest.

War-Time Premier of 
Ftaly Succumbs to In- 
fluenza Attack. 


ROMB, March 10.— (©) —Paolo 
Boselli, ‘war-time premier of Italy, 
died today at the age of 93. 

He was prime minister in 1916 and 
1917 but was forced out as a result 


of the Italian defeat at Caporétto in 
October, 1917. 

Death resulted from influenza. His 
political career began in 1888 and he 
held cabinet posts under half a dozen 
premiers. He continued active in poli- 
tics until his last illness and in 1921, 
as a fascist sympathizer, was elected 
to the senate. He was president of the 
National Dante Alighieri Association, 
a member of the Order of the An- 
nunziata, and the author of several 
books.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—(4)— 
Federal reserve board figures today 
showed a decrease in money hoarding, 
a steady diminution in bank failures 
and an increase in the country's gold 


supply. 

Lioans to brokers and dealers in 
New York on securities also rose, in- 
creasing $57,000,000 to $552,000,000, 
indicating increased stock market ac- 
tivity. 

The activities of President Hoover's 
anti-hoarding committee were reflected 
in the weekly statement of the board. 
The largest drop in money in cireu- 
lation since President Hoover inau- 
gurated a drive to call hidden money 
into use was reported, 

The stafement showed that $30,- 
000.000 leas was in circulation the 
week ending March 9 as compared to 
the previous week and made a re- 
duction of $87,000,000 in circulation 
since February 10. On March 9 there 
was $5,.544,000,000 in circulation in 
the United States but the amount 
still was $990,000,000 greater than 
one year ago. Money in circulation 
includes money hoarded. 

At the same time other favorable 
factors indicating a more optimistic 
view of the national situation from 
the banking point of view and in- 
creased confidence in banks in general 
were seen by officials. 

The comptroller of the currency re- 
ported that there had been only two 
national bank failures since February 
7. the first time that the number has 
been so small in nearly two years, 

Federal reserve board reports also 
showed a decrease in bank failures 
for the month of February but offi- 
cials declined to make them public 
pending their formal announcement in 
the federal reserve bulletin which will 
be issued in about a week. 

While the full swing of the anti- 
hoarding campaign seemed to be draw- 
ing millions of dollars from _ hiding, 
Secretary Mills said today that the 
sale of the baby bonds was progress- 
ing satisfactorily. He gave no indi- 
cation, however, of the amount which 
had been bought. 

While money in circulation showed

Winter's icy winds. unleashed a 
fresh assault over land and sea yés- 
terday and sent to the bottom of the 
sea the collier H. F. De Bardeleben, 
which for three days had resisted its 
incessant pounding. 

The disabled vessel sank several 
hours after its crew of 34 took to 
lifeboats and were taken aboard the 
Laganbank, which had stood by since 
it relieved on Wednesday afternoon 
the passenger-laden liner Adriatic. 


The Hamburg-American freighter 
Harburg meanwhile helplessly await- 
ed arrival of the salvage tug Founda- 
tion Franklin, having declined an offer 
of aid from the America-France 
freighter Vincent. It was in no dan- 
ger. although its rudder was broken. 

Nine coast guard cutters and three 
destroyers searched the Atlantie off 
Delaware capes for the patrol boat 
218, missing since Monday with its 
crew of five. The collier Wellhart, 
with a fouled anchor, was guarded in 
Buzzards bay, near Penikese island, 
by the coast guard patrol boat Eagle. 

On land the frigid winds nipped 
plants that had begun to sprout in 
the unseasonably warm breezes of the 
past few weeks. 

In New York city, 13 degrees cold 
took the life of John Brickwedell, 70. 
His body was found on the steps of a 
Staten Island pumping station. 

Inland Lake Erie was too dangerous 
for fishermen to visit the nets they 
believed destroyed. Loss was esti- 
mated at thousands of dollars, 

Streets, highways and countryside 
in central New York, freed a day or 
two ago from the grip of a terrifie 
blizzard, were whipped by another. 

Texas orchards and farm crops, 
damaged to the extent of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars by recent freez- 
ing temperatures, were further en- 
dangered by fresh cold. 

Ordinarily warm Dixie squirmed 
from under a disordered blanket of 
snow. Fruit and vegetable crops were 
damaged as temperatures dropped in 
some places to around 10 above zero, 

New England shivered in similar 
cold, 12 degrees recorded at New Hav- 
en, Conn., being the lowest ever reg- 
istered there this late in the year. A 
l-degree higher reading at New York 
was the cehilliest of the present winter 
for that city.

Statistician, today told
